The gift was made to found a chair ot ex- 
perimental pathology in memory of the don- 
or’s brother, the late George Patten, whe died 
recently of an infectioup disease, tubercu- 
logis. 

An attempt was made to keep it secret, 
although the bonds had already been turned 
over, until an official announcement could be 
made to the university trustees. Dr. Arthur 
R. Bdwards, dean of the medical school, how- 
ever, admitted last night the correctness of 
the report which had leaked out. 

Expects to Gain Big Results, 

He was enthusiastic over the prospects, and 
predieted much good would come from the 
project. 

It is a foundation upon which we hope to 
build a research department that will accom- 
plish much in the fight on disease, he said. 
The initial gift is generous, but as the work 
grows more probably will be forthcoming. 

“Mr. Patten became deeply interested in 
tuberculosis when his brother was taken by 
that disease. He began to consider theprob- 
lem it presented to the world. At first he 
decided to establish the professorship simply 
for the study of the one disease, but after 
reflection he decided to widen the scope of the 
work, so that any big problem of a similar 
nature may be taken up by the specialists 
in the research laboratory. 

We already have the space and much of 
the necessary laboratory equipment, but the 
great problem thet confronts us is to find 
the best man. We will visit ail other estab- 
lishments of the same nature in this country, 
and probably abroad as well, before going 
ahead in Chicago. 

May Go Abroad for Man. 

“The best man obtainable will be secured, 
though to find him and get him we may have 
ta send to Europe, probably Germany and 
England.“

Rare Orchids and Recent Novelties in 
Horticultural Work Will Be Dis- 
played at Coliseum.

A reproduction of one of ¢he famous gar- 
dens of the world, that of te Carlo, cov- 
ers the entire floor of the seum, where 
the annua! exhibit of the Horticultural so- 
ciety of Chicago opens at n today. The 
plan wae drawn by H. F. Starkeman, land- 
scape.gardener of the West Chicago park 
board. 

The Coliseum is transformed into an im- 
mense bower of flowers and foliage. Twenty 
thousand rare and beautiful bloome have 
perfect settings among ornamental plants 
and pots of palms. Each exhibit fits into 
the color scheme harmoniously. 

E. G. Uthlein has brought his entire collec- 
tion of prize winning orchids to the show. 
Included in these is the * queen of the or- 
chids,“ known as Sarderiane. This white, 
waxlike flower comes from the jungles of the 
Philippines and received a first award at the 
national flower show. Mr. Uthliein is the only 
orchid collector in the country who grows 
his plants in beds instead of pots. One of 
the orchids of this collection will bloom dur- 
ing the ghow for the first time. It is 7 years 
old. 

Among the chrysanthemum family are sev- 
eral unusual varieties that will attract more 
than their share of attention. The Cosmos, 
bearing nearly 1,000 blossoms to the plant, 
holds the record for number. Twenty varie- 
ties growing on the same plant is the result 
of grafting by some patient gardener, and 
experts are interested in ft. Mra. Louise 
Silverstein is among the evhibiters of Cos- 
mos. 

The ten foot stalk of the Charles Roger 
chrysanthemum is crowned by huge white 
biossoms.

Blame’ Physteidn ‘Who Permitted Her

Investigation yesterday disclosed that Mrs. 
Elizabeth Galpraith, who died of pneumonia 
early Wednesday morning in the Cook county | 
hospital, ley without medical attention for 
mearly three hours after. her reception in 
ward 8. 

Chapges of neg thet had been brought 
agaifist the hospital staff by the dead wom- 
an's daughter. 

The mishap was ascribed by Dr. Franklin 
C. McLean, the interne in charge ofthe ward, 
to an insufficient identification system of 
patients brought into the county institution. 

That Mrs. Galbraith’s death was hastened 
by the lack of attention from the medical 
staff was denied by V Happel and Dr. 
McLean, the interne in Whose ward the sick 
woman was placed. The hospital authorities. 
asserted that Mrs. Galbraith was brought to 
the hospital in a moribund condition and 
‘that the hospital. records showed that sh 
received the treatment usual for pneomonid 
cases. : 


Follows Death .with Charges. 

Neglect charges against the physicians 
were made by Mrs. Lena Barrett, 106 Home 
avenue, Oak Park, daughter of Mrs. Gal- 
ead ny following the Geath of her mother, 

h took place within eleven hours after, 
she had been placed in the hospital. 
Dr. McLean was questioned by Warden 
Happel. He said that he had been changed 
only the evening before from another ward 
and that he had no means of *knowing that 
Mrs. Gelbraith was a new patient. 

“Tl saw that her card of admission to the 
ward had on it the name of Dr. J. C. Fried- 
“map, visiting physician of the ward and I 
supposed the patient had been seen by some 
other interne. There is nothing on the cards 
to indicate clearly the state of the case. 

“Tn justice to myself I should saß that 
there was nothing that could have been done 
for Mrs. Galbraith when I saw her. Nurses 
were gn attendance. She plainly was dying 
of pneumonia. 


Removed to Separate Room. 

“Several hours later I saw the patient 
again and realized that she must be removed 
to a separate room. This was done at once. 
She had received quid nourishment on her 
reception, which is the regular order for 
pnéumonia and typhoid patients. After I had 
removed her to aiseparate room in the ward 
I gave her a heart stimulant, and from then 
— the end she received medicine every half 

our. 

“She was 66 years old. A case of pnew 
monia in a patient of that age is virtually 
hopeless. The records kept by thé nurses will 
show that Mrs. Galbraith received every at- 
tention possfble in accordance with the mod” 
ern treatment of the disease. 

Mrs. Galbraith was brought to the hospi- 
tal in the last stages of pneumonia,” said Dr. 
C. S. Menzies, receiving interne. Both lobes 
of her lungs were affected and her pulse was 
irregular. This is a fatal prognosis in all 
cases."’ 


Say Trip to Hospital Ill Advised. 

Both Warden Happel and the medical men 
who attended Mrs. Galbraith asserted that 
her attending physician wae in error in send- 
ing her on the trip to the hospital when she 
was so far advanced in the disease. 

Dr. W. L. Ruggles of Oak Park, who first 
attended Mrs. Galbraith, denied she was in 
a condition that made the trip dangerous. 

Mre. Galbraith was an artists’ model and 
was well known to most of the painters in 
Chicago. Under the nom de plume of Moun- 
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Sign It; Summoned, Ac- 
\, eused Gives Up. 


A freak of fate, the one chance in a thou- 


forged paper; and lost. 

Schwarzbach was said to have obtained 
money on nine notes, to which he had 
signed the name of Gus Mecracken 2430 
Lake street, a customer of the Suse-> con- 
pany, and on seven notes to which he signed 
the name of Louis A. Lencke, 1300 West 
Fitty-second street, a retail tobacco dealer. 
The bank had negotiated other notes pre- 
viously for Schwarzbach, and he had taken 
them up before maturity. 

It was a note to which the name ot Me- 
eracken had been signed that led to the dis- 
covery of an extended system of forgery. 


a Maturity Date Set Wrong. 

Through a clerk’s error the date of ma- 
turity of the Mecrackem note was recorded 
wrong, being set on the bdeks as earlier 
than it should have been. 80% the sup- 
posed date of maturity approached and neith- 
er Schwargbach nor Mecracken appeared to 
take it the dank followed its custom of 
notifying the maker. 

Mecracken appeared at the bank, denied 
making the note and pronounced the signa- 
ture 4 forgery. 

Then Schwarzbach was called in to ex- 
plain. He admitted the forgery and that 
other notes which the bank held and which 


nad been presented by him were -spurious. 


He had an interest in the Sutter company 
sufficient to make good the forged notes. 
These were paid and Schwarszbach resigned 
from the firm. 

It was a freak of fate, but the case was 
so clear that the bank resolved to let the law 
take ite course,“ asserted an official of the 
bank. Schwarzbach had negotiated a num- 
ber of notes since last February. -The notes 
always were signed by well known men and 
business firms. But before the dates of ma- 
turity and before it came time to notify the 
makers he appeared to take the notes up. 


Note Was for $3,000 

Some way or other the last note—I think it 
was for about $3,400—was listed wrong, the 
date of maturity being advanced. Soa week 
before the time when the note was to ma- 
ture according to the record Mr. Mecracken 
was notified. The note was paid, so the bank 
lost nothing. But we discovered that other 
notes which Schwarabath had negotiated 
‘were in the same category. 

The matter was turned over to State's At- 
torney Wayman. The stafe’s attorney feared 
he might leave the state and asked the grand 
jury to return an indictment charging 
Schwarzbach with operating a confidence 

After Mr. Mecracken had been heard 
the indictment was returned and Schwars- 
bach wks arrested. 

He asserte dthat he had used the money 
he had obtained on the forged notes for his 
own purposes and had intended to take up 
the notes before maturity. 

Schwarzbach was arrested too late to ap-

In fact, this first marriage of 
Prince Camille de Polignmac furnishes not 
only one of the many romances of this an- 
cient and illustrious Near of the French no- 
bility but likewise a warning to American 
girls of the precautions which it is necessary 
The maid- 
en name of the American wife of Prince 
Camilie was De la Bretesche, 2 her father 
was a wealthy Louisianian, en in ex- 
tensive enterprises, both in New Orleans and 
throughout the south, prior to the wer. 
2. ; 


When the prince applied to him for the 
hand of his beautiful daughter he declined the 
offer,.on the ground of the young French 
cavalry officer’s lack of means and notorious 
dissipation. Prince Camille thereupon in- 
voked the assistance of the De la Bretesche 
boys, who had been at school with him, and 
who were pleased at the prospect of becoming 
allied by marriage with the Polignacs. With 
their help the prince made @ runaway match 
with their sister, who was staying in Paris at 
the time, the fugitives being married in.1856 
at the cathedral of Valenciennes by Abbé 
Fourcaud, brother of the statesman of that 
name. 

Inasmuch, however, as Mr. De la Bretegche 
had declined to give his consent to the mar- 
triage, Prince Camille's parents being simi- 
larly reluctent, in view of the attitude of 
the girl's father, no civil ceremony could 
take place at that time, since for a civil 
ceremony the consent of the parents of both 
bride and bridegroom was à sine qua non, 
according to the terms of the law of France, 
and in many other countries of continental 
Europe. It was, however, understood that 
the civil marriage was only delayed and 
would take place as soon as the consent of 
both families to the match could be secured.

When the civil war broke out in the United 
States Prince Camille, finding himself with- 
out resources, threw up his commission in 
the French army and left for New Orleans, 
with the intention of winning his American 
father-in-law’s good wil, and incidentally 
| his pecuniary assistance, by volunteering to 
fight for the conf 0 cause. His plane 
were realised, and not long after the arrival 
of the prince and princess, with their boys, 
at New Orleans they had become completely 
reconciled to Mr. De la Bretesche, who took 
charge of his daughter and grandson, using 
his influence to obtain fer the prince a 
coloneley in the confecerate army. Camille 
de Polignac served throughout the war, at- 
taining the rank of major general. But when
